The Naming Power in Man. 
LEO VIRGO, 


‘** Blessed is he that cometh in the name of the Lord.” — Mark 11:9 

Jesus said, “But even the very hairs of your 
head are numbered. Fear not, therefore; ye are of 
more value than many sparrows.” 

If the Father is so minute in his watchful care of 
his children as to be familiar with even the num- 
ber of hairs on every head, how can we for an 
instant imagine that we have been lost sight of in 
the bustle and whirl of the millions of earth’s pop- 
ulation. Do not deceive yourself into believing 
that because you are not conscious of the Father’s 
presence that you are therefore out of his sight. 
What is it that gives you life? What heals your 
cuts, burns and bruises so quickly? The intellect 
has taught you to say, Nature? But what is Na- 
ture? Is it not that same intellect’s name for God? 
If Nature exhibits extraordinary ability in gather- 
ering healthy particles of flesh to the burned finger 
why not recognize the real source thereof and name 
it as it rightfully is, the Omnipresent Spirit — God. 

As Jesus said, It is so Omnipresent that It bas 
numbered the very hairs of your head. It lives in 
you — in fact It literally lives you, and you are as a 
puff of wind without the Omnipotent God. 

You are therefore numbered. To be numbered 
is to be especially designated as having place, rela- 
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tion, importance and necessity. If you are num- 
bered you are one of the factors that enter into the 
great problem of life. To number and to name 
mean one and the same thing. If you are numbered 
you are therefore recorded in the annals of heaven 
and the Omnipresent Father knows you by a name 
peculiar to Spirit. 

Jesus said, “ Rejoice because your names are 
written in heaven.” All of which means that the 
Father knows us by name, and has an intimacy and 
acquaintance with our lives, characteristics and ex- 
periences far exceeding that of any earthly parent. 

Those who have returned to the Father’s house 
and thereby come into conscious acquaintance with 
Him, know by experience that he is aware of every 
thought that flits through our minds. The most 
trivial circumstances of an apparently uneventful 
life are watched with the same careful solicitude as 
one upon whose acts the destiny of nations hang. 

The scriptures give much importance to the 
naming and numbering of the prophets and peoples. 
The Lord always gave the wise men and leaders 
new names when they achieved some signal victory. 
The record abounds with such examples. When 
the great Jehovah sent Moses to bring the children 
of Israel out of Egypt he gave the name by which 
he was to be known, “1 AM THAT I AM.” 

This noncommittal way of designating the Un- 
namable One stamps this scripture with a peculiar 
metaphysical authority. It reveals, in this par- 
ticular instance, that it came forth from one who 
knew the truth that God could not be named as man 
names, by describing. To describe God is to give 
Him limitation, hence he could not be given a fairer 
designation than “1 AM THAT I AM.” 

This is without confines or bounds and it allows 
unlimited expansion in every direction. 

Metaphysicians have found that this name held 
persistently gives the mind freedom from narrow 
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ideas. It lets the imagination soar away from its 
dimensional concepts of God, and there flows into 
the mind in consequence a whole flood of expanded 


ideas. 

The imagining faculty of the mind is that upon 
which is based all form — it is the namer, hence a 
most important factor in the creation of man’s 
world. 

Moses was told to make all things after the pat- 
tern shown in the mouut, or state of high spiritual 
realization. 

While he was up in that mount the children 
dropped back into their old habits of mind and 
made an image of a calf out of gold, and he found 
them bowing down to it on his return. 

This represents that tendency in each one of us 
to formulate our images after the pattern which we 
see with the eye, rather than from the ideals that 
rise in the silent meditations of the mind. 

It is perfectly legitimate to name or formulate 
your ideas, but you are wise if you first go up into 
the mount of spiritual understanding before so 
doing. 

Jesus’ advice to judge not according to appear- 
ances was strictly correct in the science of mind. 
To make up your mind is to settle all your ideas 
about a common center. This means formulation, 
and formulation is crystallization. If you want to 
see how resistless a perfect crystalization is, try to 
unformulate the settled conviction of a diamond. 
This stone represents that adamantine mental con- 
dition that refuses to change its ideas. It has 
formed a centre and all its energies are bent to keep 
intact its dense persistency in that direction. 

Ideas become crystallized in men’s minds in the 
same way. A settled conviction upon any point, 
whether right or wrong, forms a mental center 
that draws to it all ideas of like nature and this con- 
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tinuous accumulation from the outside presses upon 
the center until it has literally lost its power to ex- 
pand into newer and higher forms. 

This is why it is a dangerous thing to name even 
your good from any external model. 

Man is inherently religious and he can be moved 
to greater depths and greater heights by appealing 
to this faculty in him than any other. Peter, the 
hermit, stirred Europe from center to circumference 
with his semi-insane cry, “God wills it.” The re- 
religious frenzy of the savage is paralleled by the 
dogmatism and bigotry of the civilized. Both are 
examples of an ignorant naming of the idea of God 
—one from external nature and the other from some 
ancestral creed. Neither has looked within for its 
pattern — neither has heard the still small voice say 
“T AM THAT I AM.” 

Hence, “ Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord.” The Lord is the name of the Most 
High Good. The Lord has neither body, passion 
or parts, according to the christian’s creed, and 
must therefore be Spirit. If Spirit, then he is all 
possibility, 

Let your ideas come in the name of the Lord. 
Do not let one of them take form in your mind 
based upon any external pattern. If you do, there 
will come atime when you will have to unformulate 
it, because the law is that you shall grow in under- 
standing and in God-like-ness. 

Jesus said that in the last days there should be 
much running to and fro in search of the Christ and 
that many should say, “Lo, here is Christ, or lo, 
there; but go not afterthem.” The Christ is within 
you. Go not forth to find him, because you will 
surely be disappointed. 

It makes all the difference imaginable how you 
name your Lord. He is the au possrpinity, but his 
expression in you and your affairs is only what you 
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have named it. If you have circumscribed your 
Lord with personality and given him powers corres- 
ponding thereto, He will be so expressed. If you 
have given Him unlimited powers and made yourself 
His free agent for making them manifest, there is 
nothing within the scope of your imagination which 
you cannot accomplish. 

It is your peculiar privilege to see that which you 
name appear. This is a law that has no exception. 
It is the most important bit of knowledge that man 
may acquire —this knowing that what he names 
always comes to pass. 

Do not take time into consideration in looking 
for the fruit of your lips. The harvest may be at a 
time when you least anticipate and in a manner dif- 
ferent from what you expected. 

It is written: “And Adam gave names to all 
cattle, and to the fowl of the air, and to every beast 
of the field.” 

Metaphysically, this means that the I of man 
decides the character of every thought. Cattle rep- 
resent thoughts of active power, while beasts of the 
of the field are animal passions. Birds of the air 
are thoughts that soar into the ideal world — day 
dreams, etc. Thus whatever you name these desires 
and emotions that arise in you, that they appear to be 
to you. You call them by the name you have given 
them and they answer, becaus9 they are subject to 
you and know no other master. 

If you have said that the Omnipresent Life 
welling up at your heart’s center may sometime 
pass from you and allow your body to disintegrate, 
you have paved the way for that appearance called 
death. 

If you have said that there was an appearance 
of weakness in any organ of your body, that 
obedient servant responds to the name you have 
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given it, exactly as would a pet dog orcat. The 
members of your body do not express intelligence 
until you infuse into them the quality of your 
thought. They are quick to catch the faintest 
thought image that may flit through your mind, and 
they respond at a time when you least look for it. 
That weak back may be the echo of your word sent 
forth years ago. So the vigor of your health is the 
the result of the all potent name you have dropped 
into your mind expressing that harmony which we 
observe and call health. 

All the potentialities of Being are made manifest 
through man’s orderly method. Man has distinct 
faculties for expressing these potentialities. The 
heart is the center from which the divine sub- 
stance is poured forth, the highest aspect of which 
is Love. The head isthe center from which the 
mind differentiates that combination of ideas 
termed intelligence. The mind does not take cog- 
nizance of names—instead it has mental images or 
pictures. These are called the product of the im- 
agination. The mind forms a picture and the in- 
tellect names it. You see in mind a transparent 
liquid flowing through the land, and at once the in- 
tellect says “water.” Everything that has a name 
in the world of effects is known in the world of 
causes by its image. So mind expresses every emo- 
tion, every sensation, every desire, every motive and 
every thought of every kind by forming them into 
mental pictures. It is only when they are described 
in the language of the intellect that they receive 
that arbitrary appellation which we call a name. 

The intellect makes language, and language is 
an arbitrary arrangement of sounds to express 
ideas. Thus the same idea in the minds of two men 
may be beyond their power to communicate to each 
other because they are not familliar with the intel- 
lects’ provincial dialect. If those men were con- 
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scious of this mental plane where images are the 
basis of language they would have no trouble in 
communicating though they were born of races the 
most diverse. The image of a horse in one mind 
would be seen by the other mind instantly, and 
communication be easy. 

So we see that the common language of man- 
kind is based in thought images and that we shall 
never realize the universal language which is the 
dream of the philologist until we have dropped 
the arbitrary word plane and ascended into the 
realm of thought images. There language becomes 
alive. Every picture that the mind makes is an 
exact copy of the thing imagined. If you think 
of a horse you have formed in mind a living animal 
having all the characteristics of that quadruped 

If you are familiar with driving your mental 
images, you can put a bit into the mouth of your 
mental horse and bid him carry your desire where 
you wish. 

Do not presume that this is mere play upon 
words—it is a description of reality—the only 
reality,in Truth. These mental images are the 
vital substance of which the spoken word is a 
very faint echo. 

When one who lives on the froth and foam 
of life says, “Oh, that is the result of your imagina- 
tion—there is no power in that,” he is a fool 
drunken with his folly. 

Just recently the press chronicled the remak- 
able recovery of sight in a Methodist revival 
meeting of a blind woman. The church people 
looked upon it as the work of God, but the worldly- 
wise physican said it was nothing of the kind. 
He said the woman had become excited and through 
her imagination the optic nerves, which had been 
paralyzed, were revived. 

This case is rich with suggestions for the trained 
Metaphysician. The doctor explains how the cure 
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was effected, yet denies God any part in it, and 
at the same time, by his flippancy, ridicules the 
process while admitting its efficacy. The church 
people look upon it as a miracle, performed by 
the direct hand of the Almighty, and scorn the 
theory of the doctor, who explains just how God 
in reality wrought the so-called miracle. Thus 
ignorance sits in darkness both in the house of 
those who seek God without understanding, and 
those who have built a curative system without 
this wisdom as a concomitant. 

Both he who claims miraculous operations at 
the hand of God, meaning by that, results pro- 
duced outside of exact and universal law, and he 
who claims that God is not immanent in every 
movement and manifestation, do err — both these 
are far from “coming in the name of the Lord.” 

He who comes in the name of the Lord, knows 
the Lord. He does not stand outside of Him and 


look at effects and judge accordiug to appearances, 
but he stands at the center of his own being, 
where the Lord is, and is witness to the work 
that is perpetually carried on. Then he can say 
of himself “Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord.”

Lesson 2.—April l0th. 
Sufferings of Jesus Foretold.— Matt. 16:21-28. 


2t From that time forth began Jesus to shew unto his disciples, how 
that he must go unto Jerusalem, and must suffer many things of the 
elders and chief priests and scribes, and be killed and be raised again the 
third day. 

22 Then Peter took him, and began to rebuke him, saying, be it far 
from thee, Lord: this shall not be unto thee. 

23 But he turned and said unto Peter, Get thee behind me Satan: 
for thou art an offense unto me: for thou savorest not the things that be of 
God, but those that be of men. 

24 Then said Jesus unto his disciples, If any man will come after 
me, let him deny himself and take up his cross and follow me. 

25 For whosoever will save his life shall lose it, and whosoever 
will lose his life for my sake shall find it. 

26 For what is a man profited, if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul? or what shall a man give in exchange for his soul? 

27 For the Son of man shall come in the glory of his Father with his 
angels; and then he shall reward every man according to his works. 

28 Verily I say unto you, There be some standing here, which shall 


not taste of death, till they see the Son of man coming in his kingdom. 

Gotpen Trext:— He was bruised for our in- 
iquities.—Isa. 53:5. 

Increasing hostility and opposition, following 
the beheading of John, leads Jesus to withdraw 
from Galilee for a time, and go beyond Herod’s 
jurisdiction, first to the “border of Tyre and Sidon,” 
and thence to Decapolis on the east coast of the 
Sea of Galilee in the tetrarchy of Philip. 

21 “From that time forth” — not until now had 
He spoken of His approaching martyrdom, which 
He clearly read in the signs of the times and in the 
prophets. He now discloses to the Twelve the 
tragic part which He must act in the work of the 
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world’s redemption — the living allegory, which His 
life is to be, as the Representative Man for the whole 
race. “Iam the way,” begins to be the essence of 
His teaching; His earthly course must stand as 
an allegorical portrayal of Spiritual experiences to 
every man seeking regeneration. This is the 
“Way” out of the obscurity of the sense life into 
the illumination of the Resurection Life. Going 
this way, you must renounce self-wil! for the Divine 
Will (Gethsemane ), and “crucify the flesh with its 
affections and lusts” in order to attain to the Res- 
urection Consciousness. 

22 “What I do thou knowest not now; but 
thou shalt know afterward.” It is because Peter as 
a man saw not the allegory not yet completed, that 
he reprovingly said, “this shall not be unto thee.” 
But in this Type Man the allegorical program 
must be completed. “As Jonah was a sign unto the 
Ninevites, so also shall the Son of Man be to this 
generation. 

23 Peter, thou hast spoken as a man, and mor- 
tal man “savors not the things that be of God.” If 
I listen to and am ensnared by the suggestions of 
mortal man, the great end and purpose of my earthly 
life would be defeated which is to be a “sign,” a sym- 
bol, atype, an allegory, “the Way,” a new and Living 
Way to this generation — the whole generation of 
man. 

24 This carnal self must be “denied,” “set at 
nought,” crucified; “if any man will come after me” 
in the “ Way” to regeneration, for regeneration is 
the end of the gospel. “Ye that have followed Me 
in the regeneration, when the Son of Man shall sit 
in the throne of His glory, ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel.” 
—Matt. 19:28. 

25 “For whosoever would save (the carnal) self,” 
will fail to find — “shall lose” —the True Self; and 
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whosoever will “deny” — “lose” —the self sense, 
carnal self, with all its false claims, “for My sake,” 
“shall find” the True Self — the Christ. 


26 “For what is a man profited, if,” catering 
to the fleshly self, “he gain the whole world, and 
lose” the consciousness of his Real Self — “his own 
soul”? Or, having lost the consciousness of the 
Spiritual Self, in persuit of the false self, how shall 
his gains avail him to recover that which is lost? 
Though rich in the false riches of the sense self, 
when the delusions vanish, he is in abject poverty as 
to the True Riches of the True Self. 


27 “Inthe day when the Son of Man shall be 
revealed” to the consciousness, those who have “ de- 
nied” the false “self,” and so found the True Self, 
will find that this Self is “the Son of Man come in 
the glory of His Father,” while those who have 
pampered and lived in the false self and denied the 
Christ Self, will, in the day of fruiting manifesta- 


tion, receive their legitimate “reward” of sin, sick- 
ness and death —‘“‘every man according to his 
work.” 

28 Think not that I am fortelling events to take 
place in time—in a future age, for these are pres- 
ent individual experiences of men— “some stand- 
ing here” shall have the glorious experience of the 
glorified Christ in conscionsness. They “shall not 
taste of death,” for they realize the Living Christ 
in resurection power. 
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Lesson 3.—April !7th. 
The Transfiguration.— Matt. 17:1-9 


1. And after six days Jesus taketh Peter, James, and John his 
brother, and bringeth them up into a high mountain apart, 

2 And was transfigured before them: and his face did shine as the 
sun, and his raiment was white as the light. 


3 And behold, there appeared unto them Moses and Elias talking 


with him. 

4 Then answered Peter and said unto Jesus, Lord it is good for us to 
be here: if thou wilt, let us make here three tabernacles; one for thee, 
and one for Moses, and one for Elias. 

5 While he yet spake, behold, a bright cloud overshadowed them: 
and behold a voice out of the cloud, which said, This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased; hear ye him. 

6 And when the disciples heard it, they fell on their face and were 
sore afraid 

7 And Jesus came and touched them, and said, Arise, and be not 
afraid. 

8 And when they had lifted up their eyes, they saw no man save 
Jesus only. 

9 And as they came down from the mountain, Jesus charged them 
saying, Tell the vision to no man, until the Son of man be risen again 


from the dead. 


Gotpven Text:—We behold his glory, the glory 


as of the only begotten of the father. — John 1:14. 


“Searching the scriptures ” we shall always find 
that “they testify of Christ” — that all parts have 
a meaning far more important to the individual 
than the historical letter —the scriptural meaning. 

The “six days of creation” correspond to the 
“six days” of this lesson — six periods or steps in 
the process of unfoldment before comes the seventh 
—the sabbath day of realization, illumination, 
transfiguration. 

There must always be the six steps in the 
highest Christian unfoldment. 

First: The Christ must be born to the in- 
dividual consciousness. 

Second: Perception (John) must recognize the 
coming Christ. 

Third: In the baptism of Spirit your sonship 
will be revealed to you. 
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Fourth: You must, in the wilderness of your 
untried nature. demonstrate your sonship by meet- 
ing and vanquishing all temptations. 

Fifth: You must call your mind’s Twelve Pow- 
ers to “ follow Me” — the Christ. 

Sixth: Using these powers, you must preach 
the gospel to all Israel within. 

Seventh: Realization, illumination, traasfigura- 
tion—the Christ fully revealed. 

1 The six steps of unfoldment having been 
taken, you may now enter upon the seventh by 
bringing the three greatest powers, Faith, Hope 
and Love, “up into a high mountain apart”; that 
is, in the “secret place of the Most High” — the 
place of silence (“apart”), you must bring these 
powers into a high state of spiritual exaltation; 

2 Where in the inmost you will behold or 
realize the illuminated Christliness of your own 
Divine Being. This is beholding the real Christ, 
glorious “as the sun.” 

At the burning bush Moses got his first glimpse 
of the Christ in the statement, “I am,” but when he 
“‘went up into the mountain,” he “met God face to 
face,” which so illuminated him that “his face 
shone.” ‘“ Beholding as in a glass the glory of the 
Lecrd, we are transformed into the same image from 
glory to glory.” The “exceeding whiteness” of his 
** raiment,” denotes the spotless purity of the truths 
or doctrines with which you clothe your (idea of) 
Christ. 

3 Illuminated by the Christ, the law (‘““Moses’’) 
and the prophets (“Elias”) become illuminated to 
you; because they speak of Christ — “talking with 
him.” In all the types and shadows of the law, and 
the imagery of the prophets, the redemptive work of 
the Christ is foreshown. They are not glorious until 
you are illuminated from beholding the Christ. 

4 Faith sees that “it is good to be here,” and 
desires to enshrine in the heart the three as objects 
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of worship — “one for Thee, one for Moses and one 
for Elias, not knowing what he said” — not know- 
ing that the glory is all from the One—‘“‘as the 
sun,” while the other two shine by reflection of the 
One. It is the Christ that illuminates the law and 
the prophets. 

5 “A bright cloud overshadowed them,” hiding 
the two lesser lights and leaving the greater glory 
of the one unobscured. A “cloud” is a symbol of 
Jehovah’s presence — “ a bright cloud ” to the illum- 
inated and a dark threatening cloud to the unregen- 
erate. Thus in your illumination you become awed 
by the consciousness of the Divine Presence and 
hear the Inner Voice announcing the “Beloved 
Son.” 

6 Any one who has had such an exalted ex- 
perience of spiritual illumination, has been over- 
whelmed with awe. Moses on the mount said, “I 
do exceedingly fear and quake.” 

7-8 In mercy the Christ said, “ Arise,” which 
closed the scene, for should such an experience be 
prolonged too far, it would destroy the manifested 
body. These are lights along the way to inspire us 
with courage and a longing for the higher glories. 

9 When you “come down from the mount,” 
you cannot tell such an experience to others; it can- 
not be understood. Charles G. Phinney in his 
evangelistic work sometimes prayed all night and 
had wonderful illuminations. Venturing once to 
tel] the experience to his deacon, he said it was like 
throwing a stone into the pond. So he concluded 
that these things cannot be told. They are your 
own, into which another cannot enter.

Correspondence. 


Iam pegging away after a “pluck and plod” 
fashion in my development of my Will to be what I 
will to be-—the King within. But I find that my 
faculties become more active and more intelligent, 
and, time and time again, they reason me out of my 
power to be their master. After much failure and 
great suffering, I have come to the conclusion that 
the Will (I am that I am) is the God within man. 

It’s all very beautiful to talk about seating ones 
self upon the throne of love and justice (Christ con- 
sciousness), but it cannot be done until you come 
into a realization that it is only through the devel- 
opment of your Will—the I am—which is that 
Power — God — which is superior to all your facul- 
ties which are twelve in number. Inasmuch as the 
Will can contemplate itself, and also has the power 
to contemplate and master all of the other faculties, 
it, and it alone, is responsible for all the discord, in- 
harmony, that is manifest it the body, or the world 
in which we have our conscious existence. This 
may be pretty hard logic to digest, but my ex- 
perience (suffering) has taught me that the One (the 
Will) which the Father placed in authority over the 
faculties must be everlastingly held accountable for 
allowing any one of the faculties to step in the 
throne and be its master, as well as, making slaves 
of the other eleven faculties which make up the per- 
fect man. I know from experience that we may 
reason ourselves insane over the statement that God 
is good and God is all; but that kind of logic won’t 
release the Will (the I am) which has become 
buried in a faculty and is its slave, while it (the 
faculty) is master. 

The door which opens up the mind to a realiza- 
tion of our faculties’ right relations is Discrimina- 
tion. 

In talking to a student of the philosophy “‘God 
is good and God is all,” I said, “If God is Love and 
God is Life, how is it that you justify your action 
of eating the flesh of a murdered animal?” To 
which she replied, “Oh, there is no death—you can’t 
kill life.” In reply to this I say, cannibalism is as 
justifiable as the destruction of life to satisfy the 
appetite (mortal mind) of man, according to this 
reasoning, as it is to destroy the temple of any or- 
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ganized life center. It is not life that is destroyed, 
it is its temple or center of activity. The command 
“Thou shalt not kill,” does not apply to Life (God) 
because you cannot kill Life; but you can break 
tne pitcher (form) which holds the water (Life) and 
thereby destroy its power to manifest its thought 
upon this plane of consciousness. 

By what I have expressed in the foregoing about 
the Will ({ am that I am) being master, I do not 
wish in any way to covey the idea that the faculties 
are bad. Such is not the case, they are a part of 
the whole and their function as temporary rulers is 
to awaken the Will—that power within you which 
says you don’t have to be what you are, your right 
is to be just what you will be—through dissatisfac- 
tion with existing conditions. That faculty for 
which the appetite stands is all right in its place, 
under the dominion of the “I am,” but through the 
process of unfoldment it has been dominated by an- 
other faculty, the intellect, which judges from ap- 
pearances, which has misguided it and is the cause 
of all its trouble. There is a knowledge in man of 
the right relation of just what and when to eat 
which is as accurate as the knowledge of a new born 
babe of how to breathe. 

' The three senses of sight, taste and smell are 
the guardians, or channels of truth through which 
flows the wisdom of the I am, of what shall, or shall 
not enter the temple of the Living God. But the 
intellect, which judges from appearances, must not 
trespass upon their rights by any unnatural food 
adulterations. ‘‘Thou shalt not commit adultery” 
applies to the actions of all the faculties. Foods 
which will pass the inspection of sight, taste and 
smell and for which one has a natural appetite are 
the only foods one should eat. Anything short of 
this in the changing of the vital principals of the 
food by an intellectual jugglery of culinary combi- 
nations, and wherein the faculties of sight, taste and 
smell cannot intuitively know for a certainty just 
what it wants, is food adultery. Cooking should be 
used only for the purpose of ripening the food— 
nothing must be used but water and heat, and that 
only in such a way as will best retain the food’s 
vital principles. To mix different kinds of food in 
cooking is adultery. The law is that to nourish the 
body the food presented to it for assimilation must 
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be in that state in which Nature (God) has prepared 
it. Anything short of this is adultery. Positively 
refuse to eat only at such times as you are hungry; 
don’t let a clock or anyone reason you out of your 
right to be frea from this form of slavery. You 
won’t starve—let the natural servants of the body, 
sight, taste and smell, wait upon the natural appe- 
tite. Eat only when you are hungry and only the 
foods prepared by Nature (God), and you will never 
go astray. The botany of the bible is rich in natu- 
ral food products, and science now joins hands with 
it in its teaching of this truth, in the writings of 
Dr. Kellog, Dr. Dinesmore, Dr. Dewey, Victor Hall, 
and many others, who prove beyond a question of 
scientific doubt that man is a frugiverous animal, 
and it is only by living the life of a child of Nature 
(child of God) that he can reap all the benefits of 
this conforming to law—law of God—or the doing 
of the will of the Father—the I am that I am of the 
Mind of the Absolute.—Joun, Philadelphia, Pa. 


The editor begs to add that his experience leads 
him to make a distintion between the Will, as 
a faculty and the I am. The J am is the All 
Inclusive and All Potential source of action, while 
the Will is the center of action, established in 
the individual. However, the two blend so closely 
in the consciousness that it is only by close analysis 
on the subjective plain of action that the difference 
can be distinguished. It may be illustrated in this 
way: I affirm, “I am Infinite Energy and Life 
and I am now manifesting in soul and body that 
which I am.” This sets up life-action in soul and 
body, which through the law of repetition becomes 
automatic, the original impulse establishes itself 


and continues to act without further attention. 
Now this established center in soul and body is, 
properly speaking, the Will, because its expansion 
is arrested and limited to form. It is potential 
with J am qualities however, but does not compre- 
hend its twin Understanding and rise to higher 
planes of consciousness. This is where the J am 
trancends the Will, and establishes centers of action 
and comprehension in all the realms of Being. In 
this way, J am has established Will-Centers in Suns 
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and Planets, which are living organisms. So when 
man raises the power of his Will, or center of 
action, until it chords with the One Great I Am, 
he becomes God-Man, or Jesus Christ. He does 
this by starting right where he is—exercising his 
will until he has dominion over soul and body. 
But he should be ever on the alert to make his 
will chord with the One Will, or Unlimited J Am. 

Just here is where there is wide misunder- 
standing of the doctrine of Jesus. Man has assum- 
ed that because God is the Supreme J am, that 
he is nothing and should make himself nothing in 
the sight of God in order to be divinely led. 
It is this mistaken view of man and his relation 
to God, that has made him a weakling and farther 
and farther separated him from his source. The 
God I am must be the very highest imaginable 
character of life and energy, besides being all 
powerful and all wise. Yet man expects to receive 
this Mighty Spirit into his poor, negative soul 
aad be directed by it. How inconsistent this is 
to one who comprehends Spirit and mental laws. 
There must be a blending of the vibratory forces of 
mind before man and God can communicate. Man 
must raise his whole mental energy and comprehen- 
sion to a higher plane, then he may let go of 
his personal will and blend with the Great 
Universal, by saying with Jesus, “Not my will 
but thine be done,” remembering that he 
had raised his will to the higher rate of action 
through his repeated affirmations of power and 
dominion. “All power is given unto me in heaven 
and earth.” 

It is also made clear in this understanding 
how Jesus is our savior. He shows us how to 
overcome negative conditions of mind—the “Ad- 
versary”’—and maintain that dominion which makes 
it possible for the Father Mind to reach us. 
“Follow me” “ Keep my sayings.” By doing and 
thinking as he directed we mentally touch the 
God Power. Jesus is thus the open door to us 
into the God Consciousnsss. 

Bat we shall never open that door by remaining 
meek and lowly on the human plane of con- 
sciousness and submitting to its impositions and 
limitations. We must rise by our own affirmations
